Probably Flew 800 Mile# and Easily 
Outdietanced Trawlers, Who Rush­ 


ed to Land to Warn the People. 
Loudon, April 16.—Skippers of Brit­ 
ish trawlers who sighted the Zeppelin 
airship which 
raided the northeast 
coast of England, describe lier as the 
Z-9, one of the very latest type of Ger­ 
man airship. 
The trawlers sighted the craft 1<>0 
miles from land. 
They believe she 
came from Helgoland, 
lf she return­ 
ed to that Island the calculation is she 
must have covered something like 800 
miles.

The irawlers came at full speed for

immediately after they recog­ 
nised the Zeppelin, with the object of 
giving warning, but they were easily 
outdistanced by the airship.

Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
wher#4th#re is a big naval station and 
extensive coal yards, were attacked 
by the German raiders. Tho town of 
Blyth, on the North sea coast, in Nor­ 
thumberland county, a short distance 
north of the mouth of the Tyne, was 
the center of the attack, eight bombs 
being thrown on the town.
